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Another Time, Ancther Place 



It's such a nice sunny morn- 
ing and the Park is sparkling 
clean. ..the flowers are more 
beautiful than ever. Much too 
nice a day to sit at my desk. 

So, I've just returned from 
a leisurely stroll through Fron- 
tierland and Fantasyland and 
about an hour wandering 
about that awe-inspiring new 
structure arising out of Tomor- 
rowland-Space Mountain. 
Disneyland's newest attraction 
truly staggers the imagination 
...both in its architectural con- 
cept and the unique space ride 
that awaits the guest inside. As 
I explored the area and re- 
flected on the many changes 
and additions in the Park, it 
suddenly came to mind that 
Space Mountain is built on 
the very site of our first ad- 
ministration building. 

Some referred to it as the 
"Old Farmhouse" which was, 
in effect, two family houses joined 
together to provide office space for 
those responsible for the beginnings 
of Disneyland in the Fall of 1954. From 
what is now the Frontierland area, the 
family home of Disneyland's Vice 
President Ron Dominguez, built in 
1925, was moved to the "backstage" 
area of the Park. The former residence 
of the Callen's family was moved close 
beside it. Together, they gave the ap- 
pearance of other spacious, partially- 
tiled Spanish style homes prominent 
in the citrus groves of Anaheim. Com- 
bined, they offered the facilities of 
living rooms, dining rooms and 9 bed- 
rooms as office space. A second-story 
"bridge" connected the two abodes... 
a far cry from the ramp that now leads 
to the loading platform of the futuristic 
Space Port of Space Mountain! 

Looking back, it's hard to believe 
that we could have successfully per- 
formed most of the Park's vital admin- 
istrative functions for some twelve 
years in such cramped quarters. Air 
conditioning was non-existent (except 
for the portable window kinds), and 
the acoustics were abominable. An 


upstairs whisper could be heard 
downstairs. And there was little if any 
privacy. Desks were butted against 
each other in tiny corners and file 
cabinets jammed the halls and closets. 

The reception area was a "front 
porch!' A colorful but messy mulberry 
tree in front did very little towards 
cooling any section of the building 
and a lot towards changing the color 
of the entrance carpeting to a per- 
manent deep purple. Bill Claussen told 
me that the tree originally provided 
shade for their family chicken yard. 

In those unbelievably hectic 12 
months of building the Park, Walt was 
in and out almost daily. Always moving, 
guiding, questioning... he didn't even 
have (or want) a desk. 

The fire chief maintained an office 
here, with the fire trucks parked a 
few feet away awaiting their daily 
warmups to maintain battery power. 
At one time, the "Ad Building" con- 
tained division offices for Lessee Rela- 
tions, Legal, Finance, Cash Control, 
Ticket Control, Marketing, General 
Services, Croup Sales, Magic Kingdom 
Club and Merchandising. 


Humor and drama played 
important parts within its walls. 
The creaky floors and busy 
termites, who left their calling 
cards on many a desk and 
window sill, just had to be 
laughable, adding to the overall 
"charm" of the old building. 

We waited an entire exciting 
September day in 1960 (with 
full wire service equipment and 
huge staff) for Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev to arrive. 
But he never showed, and later 
he denounced the "evils of our 
capitalistic society" that had 
barred him from Disneyland, 
where too many security pre- 
cautions would have been 
necessary. 

With all its faults. ..its stairs 
that led nowhere; noisy plumb- 
ing; narrow balconies; room 
temperatures that varied from 
hot to frigid; with all its un- 
comfortable crowded condi- 
tions. ..the old Ad Building was fun and 
surprisingly efficient. We were sorry to 
see it go. ..and in such a devastating 
way! One hot, sultry August day in 
1966, the entire unit was demolished 
with the efficient crunch of bulldozers. 
By the end of the day, only a surprisingly 
small scar remained where it once 
stood. By then, all Administrative per- 
sonnel had moved into new head- 
quarters, the present building that also 
houses Disneyland's popular diorama 
containing the Grand Canyon and the 
Primeval World of dinosaurs. 

It's fun to reminisce. It's also fun 
to watch new things grow. In Space 
Mountain (which, alone, has cost 
$2,000,000 more to build than all of 
Disneyland did in 1954/55), you too, 
will find new pleasure, new adventure. 
Your whole family will enjoy it.

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A Classic in 
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T he summer release of Disney's 
newest fully animated film, "The 
Rescuers" will mean a grand wel- 
come to four new members of Dis- 
neyland's family of colorful cartoon 
characters. This comical quartet will 
join the forty-plus bigger-than-life 
characters representing the most 
famous of the Disney creations who 
roam the Park during the summer. 

Two of them, Bernard and Bianca, 
are adorable mice who, in the film, 
are out to save a kidnapped orphan 
named Penny from the clutches of the 
villainess Madame Medusa, who boasts 
two comic crocodiles, Nero and Brutus, 
as her pet bodyguards. The shrewish 
Medusa uses Penny to help her recover 
a priceless diamond. 

The third addition to the character 
family is Orville, a one-bird albatross 
airline, who has lots of trouble simply 
getting off the ground. As the com- 
bination pilot and plane of Albatross 
Air Service, Orville is engaged to trans- 
port Bernard and Bianca from high atop 
the skyscrapers of New York City to 
the murky swamps of Louisiana in their 
search and rescue mission for Penny. 

Evinrude, the fourth creation, is a 
determined dragonfly, whose rotary 
power propels the intrepid mice to 
the hideout on a leaf boat. 

"The Rescuers" uses the vocal talents 
of many stars of stage, screen and radio, 


including Bob Newhart, Eva Gabor, 
Geraldine Page, Jeanette Nolan, Joe 
Flynn, John Mclntire, Jim Jordan and 
Pat Buttram. Bob Newhart makes his 
Disney debut as the voice of the mild, 
but stalwart Bernard. He is currently 
starring in the top-rated television 
series "The Bob Newhart Show." 

Broadway and motion picture star 
Eva Gabor supplies the voice of Bianca, 
Bernard's adventurous companion. Her 
many screen credits include "Gigi," 
"Youngblood Hawke," Disney's "The 
Aristocats" and the popular "Green 
Acres" television series. 

Jim Jordan entertained millions as 
the voice of McGee of radio's "Fibber 
McGee and Molly." Now he provides 
the weary voice of Orville, the clumsy 
but loveable albatross. 

Evinrude doesn't have anything to 
say atall-although his motor's running 
most of the time. In fact, his original 
outboard motor sound was created 
by sound effects man Jim MacDonald, 
who for years was the voice of Mickey 
Mouse. During the early stages of ani- 
mation, Evinrude evolved into such a 
popular character that his role was 
expanded. 

The dramatic voice of versatile stage 
and screen actress Geraldine Page adds 
the perfect touch of melodramatic 
madness to the part of the villainess 
Madame Medusa. Miss Page starred in 


"Sweet Bird of Youth,'' "Hondo," "Toys 
in the Attic," and Disney's "The Hap- 
piest Millionaire" Madame Medusa will 
be featured in a "Wonderful World of 
Disney" telecast as one of "Disney's 
Greatest Villains" on May 22. 

John Mclntire, familiar on TV's 
"Wagon Train" and "Naked City" series, 
is Rufus, the philosophical cat who 
befriends little Penny at the orphanage. 
His wife, character actress Jeanette 
Nolan, vocalizes swamp critter Ellie 
Mae-a feisty mouse who joins in 
Penny's rescue. Country comic Pat 
Buttram lends his down-home accent 
to the part of Ellie Mae's husband, Luke. 
Snoops, Madame Medusa's bumbling 
sidekick, is played vocally by the late 
comic Joe Flynn. (continued) 
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The intriguing story of Penny and 
her friends evolved from two books 
by Margery Sharp, "The Rescuers" and 
"Miss Bianca" Originally, as far back as 
1971, writer Fred Lucky (creator of "The 
Dumplings" cartoon strip) produced a 
story line based upon the adventures 
of a kidnapped polar bear who was 
rescued by a little girl and two mice. 
Eventually, the final script was devel- 
oped by Larry Clemmons and his 
writing staff, combining the two 
popular stories by Miss Sharp. 

From a series of rough storyboard 
sketches, the writers began to estab- 
lish their characters. At this point, 
producer-director Wolfgang Reither- 
man and the animators became 
involved. Along with Reitherman, John 
Lounsbery and Art Stevens directed, 
under the executive producership of 
Ron Miller. 

Once preliminary animation was 
developed on a favorite sequence, and 
seemed to be working well towards 
bringing "heart" to the story-line, other 
portions soon followed. However, 
many changes were to be made before 


animators brought the story completely 
to life. 

Helping to paint a visual image and 
to bring any production to life is the 
purpose of the musical score. For "The 
Rescuers," well-known composer Artie 
Butler's arrangement and score, along 
with three new songs by Carol Connors 
and Ayn Robbins and a fourth by 
Robbins, Connors and Sammy Fain, set 
the mood for the intriguing story. 

"The Rescuers" marks the feature- 
length debut of a remarkable group 
of young animators. The Walt Disney 
Studio is always in search of young 
creative people and is consequently 
looking for the gifted young artist who 



would qualify to be trained in the 
Disney way of making films. Under the 
direction of veteran animator Eric 
Larsen, who scouted schools nation- 
wide, the Studio's Talent Development 
Program introduced promising addi- 
tions to the animation staff. These 
younger artists were supervised by 
directing animators Ollie Johnston, 
Milt Kahl and Frank Thomas. Don Bluth, 
also a directing animator on "The 
Rescuers", is regarded as a senior 
member of the new group of artists, 
which includes layout and background, 
special effects animators, story men 
and others involved in the phases of 
the animation process. The directing 
animator brings characters to life in 
animation and inspires others (as Don 
has done) to care about the story and 
its characters as he does. 

The spirit of this new generation, 
combined with the experience of 
veteran pros, has produced a most 
memorable animated picture- plus a 
promise of future films worthy of the 
Disney hallmark of fine productions. 
"The Rescuers" provides adventure, 
action and suspense-an emotional 
experience filled with the fantasy and 
magic that is certain to intrigue 
audiences of all ages. V 
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I n less time than it takes to fly 
from Atlanta to Orlando, the sun 
bombards earth with enough 
energy to power all of modern 
civilization for an entire year... if 
we could consume that energy at 


100-percent efficiency. 

The catch, of course, is that cur- 
rent collection systems do not re- 
motely approach total efficiency 
in using available sunlight. But with 
the right technology, solar energy 


obviously could offer a limitless 
power supply that is virtually un- 
tapped at present. (Chances of a 
"brown-out" in the foreseeable 
future would be slim, to say the 
least; solar scientists believe the

sun will continue producing vast 
amounts of energy for another five 
billion years!) 

Irreplaceable fossil fuels such as 
oil and coal, on the other hand, 
are being consumed at an ever- 
increasing rate, and are growing 
steadily more expensive. 

From its inception, Walt Disney 
World has been a giant testing 
ground for many advances in 
energy technology. Over 25 per- 
cent of the power requirements of 
the vast recreation complex are 
met right on the site by two massive 
turbine generators. The waste heat 
from this system is recaptured to 
provide hot water, heating, and air 
conditioning for many parts of the 
Vacation Kingdom. Innovations 
like the WEDway PeopleMover, an 
automated, electromagnetically 
powered "train" in Tomorrowland, 
provide transportation at a greatly 
reduced energy cost compared to 
conventional transit systems. 


But perhaps the most interesting 
energy project currently underway 
is a 70,000-cubic-foot office building 
that will depend almost completely 
on solar energy for its cooling and 
heating. 

Working in cooperation with 
the federal government's Energy 
Research and Development 
Agency, and with technical assis- 
tance from the AAI Corporation, 
a leading manufacturer of solar 
energy systems, engineers hope 
to have the building completed 
by the fall of this year. 

The E.R.D.A. has provided a grant 
for the experimental installation of 
the solar system. Walt Disney World 
will pay the cost of the basic struc- 
ture itself. The building will be 
located "back-stage" in the 27,400- 
acre resort vacation complex, at 
the Central Energy Plant. It will 
provide office space for the 
Reedy Creek Utilities 
Company, Walt Disney 
Productions' utility 
subsidiary at Walt 
Disney World. 


The heart of the energy system 
will be the sixteen solar collectors 
atop the building. These units not 
only will collect the sun's rays, but 
also will function as the roof of the 
building itself, providing a consid- 
erable-savings in construction costs. 

The modular solar collectors 
are being designed and built by 
the AAI Corporation. Each collector 
is a parabolic mirror, eight feet wide 
and 32 feet long, with a copper 
and aluminum collector bar placed 
at the mirror's focal point. The 
mirror portion has eight times the 
surface area of the collector bar, 
providing an 8:1 concentration of 
the sun's rays. Temperatures inside 
the water-filled bar will rise so high 
that the water would instantly va- 
porize into steam if the system 
were not kept under pressure- 
temperatures of over 300°F can be 
attained. 

In operation, high-temperature 
water will be pumped into an in- 
sulated storage tank, where it can 
be held until needed to operate 
the heating system on days when 
the sun does not shine. A second

tank will be used to store cold 
water, from a solar-powered chiller, 
to supply a reservoir for air condi- 
tioning. The two 10,000 gallon tanks 
provide enough storage to supply 
air conditioning for approximately 
two sunless days, heating for about 
a week, at Central Florida's average 
seasonal temperatures. 

The solar system will provide 
virtually all of the energy needed 
to heat the 120' by 32' two-story 
structure, and to supply domestic 
hot water. Air conditioning, which 
requires considerably more energy 
in Florida's long, hot summers, will 
be approximately 80 percent solar 
powered. A lithium bromide ab- 
sorption chiller makes it possible 
to create cool air from hot water, 

The portion of the building con- 
taining the energy system com- 
ponents will not be enclosed. 
Various elements in the system 
will be color-coded according to 
their function, providing 
a practical 


"classroom" for the study of a 
working solar energy application. 
Though the building will be back- 
stage, and not regularly accessible 
to Walt Disney World guests, it 
may be visited by students and 
other interested groups on a 
reservations basis. 

Will the completed system pro- 
vide a prototype for applications 
in private homes? Not likely, ac- 
cording to Don Seely, Chief Me- 
chanical Engineer for Reedy Creek 
Utilities Company. "Initial cost of 
the units is too high to make air 
conditioning feasible in the private 
home at present. Solar energy can 
be used economically in 
dwellings to supply 
hot water and heat, 


however. And if prices for fossil 
fuels continue to rise, and they 
probably will, we will see a time 
when solar energy might well be 
the practical solution to all energy 
problems for the home owner." 

Meantime, Disney engineers are 
working overtime on this and other 
"bright ideas" to harness the sun's 
power. According to Walt Disney 
Productions' President E. Cardon 
Walker, the ultimate goal is to 
combine solar systems with con- 
ventional on-site generators to 
make all of Walt Disney World 
self-sufficient in supplying 
its energy needs. V

Disneyland’s Space Mountain is more 
than an exciting new attraction. The 
vast complex also contains a 650-seat 
restaurant, the “Space Place"; plus a

Traveling in their six- 


1000-seat amphi-theater and stage for 
special entertainment; and the “Star- 
cade,” a futuristic arcade featuring 
electronic games. 

Tomorrowland’s expansion to include 
Space Mountain also means the return 
of the WEDway PeopleMover-the 
popular ultra-modern transportation 
system which slips quietly along on 
an elevated guideway. A new innova- 
tion to the ride is the Superspeed 
Tunnel. Breathtaking action 
scenes, actually filmed from 
fast-moving vehicles, to- 
tally envelop the rider 
as he enters the 
specially-de- 
jo-yiBSSm signed tunnel 



interior. From a roaring race car to a 
swerving motorcycle, and water skis 
to a speeding everglades air boat, 
guests experience the exciting illusion 
of traveling at sensational speeds, al- 
though the ride lasts less than a minute.

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This year’s “Fantasy in the Sky” fire- 
works will have a brand new look. 
Disney’s imaginative teams have de- 
signed a display that will explode in 
the sky like a kaleidoscope of pastel 
colors. Beginning June 18, this spec- 
tacular pyrotechnic show will light up 
the giant outdoor stage of Disnqyland 
immediately following the Main Street 
Electrical Parade. Since they were first 
used in 1955, fireworks have become 
a colorful tradition of the summertime 
experience in the Park. 


One of the favorite nighttime ex- 
travaganzas in all of Disneyland’s his- 
tory will return this year to dazzle 
visitors with its sparkling entertainment. 
The Main Street Electrical Parade will 
feature 140 bigger-than-life units in 
three-dimensional configurations that 
will serve to give guests on either side- 
of the street a more realistic view of 
each unit as it passes by. 

Over a million multi-colored light 
bulbs will be utilized in this nighttime 
spectacular. Whimsical creatures such 
as ladybugs, colorful snails and 15-foot 
high mushrooms scurry about the 
street. Cinderella in her magical 
pumpkin coach is pulled by a team of 
mice in liveried costume. Dancers in 
lighted costumes waltz beneath a 
bright canopy. 

The Seven Dwarfs parade in lighted 
mining regalia with flowing jewels in 



hand. A dazzling circus parade follows. 
Colorful sea creatures and underwater 
scenes make up the eerie unit, “The 
Briny Deep” Snorting steam, towering 
17 feet high and stretching to a length 
of 40 feet is Pete’s Dragon. ..from the 



new Disney film release. To the ac- 
companiment of famous Disney music, 
the finale unit features a sparkling 
pageant of Disney characters. 

Beginning on June fl, in Walt Disney 
World and on June 18, in Disneyland, 
the Main Street Electrical Parade is 
certain to leave a lasting, pleasurable 
impression on all who experience it.
